Claims 7-9 are dependent 
on claim 1. Claims 44-46 are dependent on claim 43. Claims 7 and 44 recite the limitation that the window spans about 200kb, claims 8 
and 45 recite the limitation that the window spans about 600kb, and claims 9 and 46 recite the limitation that the window spans about 4 
Mb. Since independent claims 1 and 43 already limit the window to "about 40 kb", it is not clear how the window can be 200kb, or 600 kb 
or 4 Mb. Rather than further limiting the size of the window of sequence tags, the dependent claims recite limitations that require that the 
window is larger. Therefore, the proposed amendment will not be entered.
